During the night o f Sept. 14, after the 
fights o n So uth Mo untain, the Co nfederate 
co mmnuds o f Lo ngstreet and I). H. Hill 
withdrew to Shaii*burg, thus edging away 
fro m 
McClellan’s 
truiy and 
nearer the 
Po to mac. 


THE ANTIETAM BATTLEFIELD. 
It will be seen fro m the map that the An- 
tietam is a creek which flo ws nearly due so uth 
thro ugh Maryland to the westward o f and 
nearly parallel with the So uth Mo untain. 
Acro ss Antietam creek, and o n its west side, 
is the village o f Sbarpsburg. 
Alo ng Antio - 
tam creek and in and aro uud Sbarpsburg the 
blo o dy battle o f the 17th o f September was 
fo ught between the fo rces o f Lee and Mc­ 
Clellan. 
The intervening days had given Lee’s army 
time to co llect itself. 
Harper’s Ferry sur­ 
rendered to J ackso n o n the 15th, and imme­ 
diately he and Gen. Walker, with all their 
fo rces, set o ut by swift marches to jo in Lee 
and relieve him o f his peril. They cro ssed 
the Po to mac to the Maryland side at the 
iSbepherdsto wn fo rd, fro m which u ro ad led 
directly to Sharpsburg. 
The Co nfederates name the battle o f the 
17th fo r the to wn, Sharpsburg; the Federal* 
name it Antietam, after the creek. 
Lee’s 
fighting fo rce at Sharpsburg was o nly 37 ,000. 
n o bad entered Maryland Sept. 4 with no t 
quite 57,000 infantry tro o ps. 
He had lo st 
nearly 20,000 men by ex haustio n and strag­ 
gling in tho je thirteen days, in the Imttle o t 
Antietam McClellan had 8 7 ,104 men, 00,000 
being engaged in the fight. 
Co ncerning 
this fight 
Gen. Lo ngstreet 
speaks his 
mind 
fro m the Co nfederate 
standpo int 
in 
his 
usual 
free 
manner. 
Speaking o f the night o f the 15th. after Le<* 
ho ard o f the fall o f Harper’s Ferry, he says; 
• Right then we sho uld have retired fro m 
Sharpsburg and go ne to the Virginia side o f 
the Po to mac.” 
McClellan fo llo wed the retreat o f Hill and 
Lo ngstreet o n the 15th. 
There was a flight 
skirmish o n the bo rders o f the Antietam o n the 
15th. 
During nil the lGth bo th armies were 
busy preparing fo r 
the tremendo us light 
which they knew was impending. 
By the 
17th the Co nfederate Gen. MeLaws, to t» , had 
been able to jo in Lee a t Sharpsburg. 
The mo rning o f September 17 fo und mo st 
o f McClellan’s array acro ss the Antietam, o n 
the same side with the Co nfederates. Ilo o ker 
had cro ssed first, the afterno o n o f tho 10th. 
There was o n that day an indecisive brush 
between Gens. Ho o ker and Ho o d.

o ld military instinct stirred within them, the

Gen. Mansfield respo nded immediately, 
and was bringing his co rps into actio n when 
he fell, mo i tally wo unded.

A native o f Dinwiddle 
co unty, Vil, ho was o ne o f the mo st tealo u.« 
o f Co nfederates. II** went in perso n to Bo utb 
Caro lina to urge o n the secessio n cause* to the 
po int o f war. Ho fo ught fo r the Co nfederacy 
bo th in its armies and in its co ngress. 
Once 
during the war he was captured by the Fed­ 
erá is and impriso ned in Fo rt Lafayette. 
And no w, twenty five years after he fo ught 
the No rth In the blo o dy battle o f Antietam 
he find* himself engaged in a jieaeo ful and 2u 
crativo law practice in New Yo rk city 
When so metimes he sails do wn the bay fo r 8 
pleasure tup in summer, o r steams o ut o i 
New Yo rk harbo r in an iro n ship fo r a lo ngei 
jo urney acro ss the Atlantic, as he glide*» pasl 
the Narro ws, hi* « yes rest upo n the green 
earthwo rks o f o ld Fo rt Lafayette, where he 
was u priso ner nearly a quarter o f a century 
ago . 
Very different was thnt utter irreco ncilable. 
Ro bert To o n» !« *, who also bo re his share thi.- 
bio « sly du> nt « Sharpsburg. 
His brigade was
